iment among the rank and file of the 
party is very strong for Uncle Jerry. Still 
Alger has a barrel, which gives him a 
great advantage. 
In Blame's nomination, which we may 
consider practically settled, there is great 
danger to the south. Mr. Blaine is the 
most popular man in the republican party 


with the southern people. He has always 
een our friend. No man in either party 


did more to defeat the foree bill of 1873, 
or that of 1891. His moral support of our 
cause and his open assertion that in the 
attempt to enact it the republican party 
was making a blunder, strengthened the 
opposition materially. Blaine, though the 
second man in the administration which 
advocated it, spoke out against it. Now, 
suppose the democracy nominates Cleve- 
land, and the republicans hoist their flag 
over Blaine, what will be the result in 
the south? 

What It May Mean. 

Mr. Cleveland is opposed to the free 

-poinage of silver. The silver men of the 
west are for Blaine. They are unanimous 
for him, and the assumption is that they, 
at least, believe Mr. Blaine would not 
veto a free coinage bill. Now let us look 
more closely into the situation. If Harri- 
son was nominated, our people would 
unite and fight him in fear of a force 
bill, but if Blaine is the nominee they 
will know there is no danger of a force 
bill. They would know that he would veto 
one and would therefore have no fear of 
him. On the other hand, they would be 
averse to Mr. Cleveland's silver views, 
and thousands farmers who are 
‘already on the verge of the third party 
pasture, would bolt the fence and join the 
fold. Such action on the part of two old 
parties woul! give the third party an im- 
petus of mammoth proportions. 

Discussedt by southern Men. 
This very thing has been discussed here 
by southern men today, and many have 
privately expressed their opinion that if 
the republicans nominate Blaine the 
democracy cannot afford to take Mr. 
Cleveland. Even the most ardent of Mr. 
Cleveland’s admirers from the south look 
upon the situation with alarm, and are 
more willing to discuss the question of 
a compromise candidate. :

Washington, May 23.—(Special.)—A 
Whitney boom is the latest in the demo- 
cratic situation. 

William C. Whitney, the ex-secretary 
of the navy, has for several months been 
making a strong play for the democratic 
nomination. 

He Tickles Tammany. 

Among his other efforts, he has made 
overtures to the Tammany bosses, of New 
York. In all his printed interviews he 
has taken occasion to defend these men, 
and, indeed, to speak in high terms of 
them. Now he is having his friends in 
Ohio and Indiana pull the strings for him, 
and within the next forty-eight hours 
a genuine Whitney boom will be launched. 

Ohio May Be for Him. 

A prominent Ohio democrat who reach- 
ed here tonight says Mr. Whitney, 
through his fathern-in-law, ex-Senator Oli- 
ver Payne, is making a great effort to 
capture the Ohio delegation to Chicago. 
He is also playing a strong hand among 
the Indiana delegates already elected and 
instructed for Gray. The Ohian referred 
to, is a strong friend of Mr. Whitney, and 
in a day or two there will be a conference 
of all men here who look upon Mr. Whit- 
hey with favor as a compromise candi- 
date. 

What Mr. Cleveland May Do. 

Mr. Whitney himself has lately talked 
witn Mr. Cleveland. The latter expresses 
himself as believing his chances of get- 
ting the nomination are fairly good, but 
he doubted his chances of election. Mr. 
Whitney believes if, as the convention 
approaches, Mr. Cleveland sees the fight 
against him will be bitter, he would be 
willing to retire in favor of his ex-secre- 
tary of the navy. Indeed, Mr. Whitney’s 
friends intimate very strongly tonight 
that such is the probable programme, but 
that Mr. Cleveland will do nothing until 
he sees that Whitney could surely get 
it in the event of his retirement. 

Has Never Antugonized Tammany. 

It is also argued in Whitney's favor 
that he never joined Mr. Cleveland in 
his antagonism of the organized democ- 
racy of New York. That, indeed, the or- 
ganized democracy, including Tammany, 
is favorable to him and would 
agree upon his as a compromise can- 
didate, and that in the event of such a 


compromise, he could surely carry New 


York by an enormous majority. They like- 

wise argue that Whitney, on account of 

his family’s large interests in Indiana, 

would be the strongest man in that state 

the democrats could nominate. , 
Might Carry Ohio. 

They likewise argue that his chances 
of carrying Ohio would be good, and that 
he could raise a campaign fund five times 
larger than any other democrat mentions 
ed. However that be, thy Whitney boom 
is ready to be launch. The conference 
of his friends tomorrow or the day after, 
will decide that, and then the situation 
will begin to be interesting in the 
extreme.

Mules of the Street Rallway Stricken with 
the Disease. 

Mobile, Ala., May 23.—Twenty-eight . mules 
of the Mobile Street Railway Company, af- 
fected with glanders, have been isolated and 
eight killed.

THOMAS HAS A PLAN. 


The General Proposes to Hips Ont the | 


» Terminal 
AND FORM A WEW COMPANY. 


He Would Give New Preferred 
Stock for Old Bonds. 


COMMON STOCK TO BE ASSESSED, 


I¢ Looks Like a Case of Paying Offs 
Mortgage in Unendorsed Prom- 
issory Notes. 


New York, May 23.—A meeting of the 
Richmond Terminal security holders was 
held today to receive the report of the com- 
mittee appointed last week. General 
Thomas, representing the committee; pre- 
sented a plan of which the following are 
the principal points: 

The Richmond Terminal Company is to 
be wound up and be succeeded by a new 
company with $63,000,000 specified stock 
and $70,000,000 common stock; the present 
6 per cent bonds to be given 170 in new pre- 
ferred stock, the present 5 per cent bonds 
and preferred stock to be given par in new 
preferred stock, and common stock to re- 
ceive par in new common and to subscribe 
for $8,000,000 collateral trust two year 6 
per cent notes at 92 1-2. These notes are 
to be secured by the same securities that 
we are now pledged for the floating debt 
and to be exchanged for 170 per cent in 
new preferred stock if the plan is success- 
ful. It is not. proposed to pay off the float- 
ing debt with the proceeds of this assess- 
ment of about 10 per cent, but to buy the 
claims now held by the bankers, and, if 
necessary, to foreclose these claims and 
take possession for the stockholders of 
the component parts of the system. If the 
full amount should not be subscribed by 
the stockholders, the preferred stock will 
then have the right to make subscriptions 
for the balance and to take securities 
that would have gone to the non-paying 
common stock and common stock not sub- 
scribing will have no rights to the common 
stock of the new company. 

The committee intends to submit to the 
recent decisions of the courts in regard to 
the control of the Georgia Central com- 
pany, and will issue certificates of aliquot 
parts in holding of those stocks to each 
stockholder, making him actual owner of 
his proportionate share. A similar scheme 
was carried out by the Chicago gas trust. 

After the plan was presented at the meet- 
ing, the matter was thoroughly discussed 
by those present. General Thomas and W. 
P. Clyde both made lengthy statements in 
explanation of the merits of the plan. At-

The plea of the innocent, fatherless little 
ones, all alone at home, was set up, but it 
didn’t go. The law had to be upheld, and 
Judge Calhoun fixed the fine according to 
the offense, without any regard to the cir- 
cumstances of the woman. 

The case was that of Annie Dows, who 
was arrested Sunday night for running a 
blind tiger at 550 Marietta street. 

The evidence against the woman in the 
recorder’s court showed conclusively that 
she was guilty. 

At the conclusion of the testimony, the 
lawyer begged for clemency for his client 
on account of her widowhood and of her 
small children. 

“T am not going to take that into con- 
sideration at all,” said Judge Calhoun,

The Third Party in Whitfield. 


As a Result of the Drunken Row at 
Waterworks, 


AND A THIRD 18 BADLY WOUNDED. 


A Negro Dance and a Lot of Bad Liquor 
Cause Two Murders—The Coro- 
ner’s Inquest. 


A negro dance, a few bottles’ of bad 
whisky, a crowd of drunken negroes, three 
ugly pistols, two dead and one 
negro. 

Such is the brief summary of Saturday 
night and Sunday at the camps at the new 
waterworks reservoir, an ugly story of 
bloodshed and death. 

It was a night and day of bloodshed and 
yesterday was a day of death and cononer’s 
inquests. 

Two negroes shot on Saturday night and 
Sunday died yesterday; the third negro 
who was shot still lives, but is in a critical 
condition. . 

Three deaths may be the result of the 
awful work of Saturday night and Sunday 
morning. 

The three men were shot in separate 
difficulties, but the same flow of bad whis- 
ky is no doubt responsible for the whole- 
sale shooting. 

The First Shooting. 

Almost directly west of the city four 
miles from the union depot is the new wa- 
terworks reservoir. About two hundred men 
are employed in grading, and just east of 
the reservoir is a large number of tents 
where the men live. 

The men employed on the works are as 
a rule desperate fellows and when fired 
by drink are not slow to get into any sort 
of trouble. 

During the week they are kept busy at 
work, but when Saturday night comes the 
wildest disorder prevails in the quarters 
occupied by the negroes. 

They are paid off late on Saturday after- 
noon, lay up a supply of whisky, get drunk, 
and “heathendom” could hardly be worse. 

Last Saturday afternoon the men were 
paid off and a number of them came to 
Atlanta, drinking at almost every bar they 


passed. 


When the bars were closed they returned 
to the camps with a plentiful supply of 
redeye to fire their spirits until Monday 
morning. Among those who came to At- 
lanta was a notorious desperado named 
Mack Massey, who was known by the 
sobriquet of “Black Diamond,” which had 
been given him an account of some des- 
perate experiences. Massey, or “Black 
Diamond,” was drunk and boisterous and 
was on the search for mischief. 

When he and his party reached the res- 
ervoir camps a dance was in progress in 
a cottage on the hill just above the reser- 
voir. 

The squeaky notes of a fiddle reached the 
ears of the drunken negroes and they went 
to the dance at once. 

Massey went in just as the negro frelic 
was in full blast. He took his stand on 
one side of the room in which the dance 
was going on and watched it quietly for a 
few moments. 

While he was standing thus a young ne 
gro named Kidd Sanford who was taking a 
leading part in the dance stepped on his 
toes. This enraged Massey and he cursed 
and raved terribly. Sanford passed on, 
paying little attention, while Messey: kept 
on cursing. : 

Sanford took his stand just across the 
room from Massey and “Black Diamond,” 
foaming with rage and with murder in his 
heart, crossed the room. He walked up 
to Sanford and deliberately and vigorously 
ste on his feet. . 

. did you do that for?“ asked San- 
ford turning toward Massey. 

“If you don’t want your feet stepped on 
put em in your pocket,” retorted ‘Black 
Diamond.“ 

His rage seemed to increase each instant 
and before any one knew it he turned, 
pulled his pistol and began firing on San- 
ford. 

At the first shot Kidd Sanford sank to the 
floor with a groan. 

At the sight of the smoking pistol and the 
sound of the shooting the negroes fied 
wildly. Panic ensued, and while the ne- 
groes, screaming wildly, bent on their own 
escape, were running away, “Black Dia- 
mond” ran off into the woods. 

When quiet was restored the negroes re- 
turned to the scene of the late festivity, 
where the wounded negro lay, and exam- 
ined hin. 

Sanford was shot in the abdomen and was 
suffering terrible agony. The negroes car- 
ried him to his tent and called in a physi- 
cian. 

Dr. Freeman examined his wounds and 
decided that they were fatal. 

Another Deadly Gun. 

While Sanford was still groaning in his 
agony, a half dozen negroes on their Way 
home became involved in a drunken quar- 
rel. 

The origin of that quarrel is not known 
and will probably never be known. 

Two shots were fired and a negro sank 
to the ground with a bullet in his body. 

Robert Taylor, a teamster, was the ne- 
gro who was shot. The negro who did the 
shooting was John eee laborer on 

) ll of the waterworks contractors. 
ae was shot in two places. One bul- 
let entered the forehead and another passed 
through his breast. 

Johnson escaped in the dark as soon as 
he had shot his man and cannot be found. 
Taylor’s condition will not admit of his 
making a statement of how the shooting 
occurred. Taylor’s wounds are not con- 
sidered fatal, however. 

The Third Shooting. 

The pistols of the drunken negroes at the 
waterworks were given a rest from 11 
o’clock Saturday night until noon Sunday. 

Then they were brought into play again 
with deadly purpose. 


All Sunday morning a group of negroes 
were gathered in a small tent playing poker. 
Trouble arose as to the fairness of a negro 
named Joe Kennedy. A negro named 
Jackson accused him of trying to cheat 
and he became furious,

er and the coroner’s jury found a verdict 
in accordance with the facts. 

Young Taylor died at 2 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon.

He will hold an inquest 
over the body of Taylor this morning.

THE RACE QUESTION. 


How the Situation Is Misunderstood in the 
0 North. 


The persistent inability of most northern 
men to comprehend the way southerners of 
the higher ‘character look at the negro 
question was afresh illustrated in the 
Methodist general conference at Omaha 
yesterday. A representative of the south- 
ern Methodist church, the Rey. Dr. Tigert, 
came with fraternal greetings, and took 
occasion td speak on the race problem in 
the south. He asserted that the “southern 
white man was the most intelligent and 
sympathetic friend the southern black 
man ever had or was likely to have,” and 
that “perpetual amity will reign between 
them if there is no tampering with the 
fundamental laws of social order.” In- 
stead of amens, this brought out groans 
from the northerners, in which even the 
bishops are said to have joined. What- 
ever may be said of this southern view, it 
is certain that northern men going south 
are almost invariably converted to it. 
Thus the editor of a republican paper in 
Iowa, The Creston Gazette, recently spent 
some time in South Carolina, and writes 
as follows: 

“This much only have I learned, that in 
all these race conflicts it is very difficult 
to get at the true status of affairs, as both 
sides are generally far from blameless. The 
negroes are not angels by any means, and 
the white men are not all saints. It is 
surprising that they get along as well as 
they do. Turn the case about and put 
southern negroes ‘alongside of northern 
white men, and I am certain that more 
conflicts would occur than down here. The 
southern white man and southern negro 
as a rule seem to understand each other 
pretty well; the northern white man un- 
derstands neither the. southern negro nor 
southern white man.“

What the Census Shows. 

Mr. Edward Bellamy, in his organ, The 
New Nation, picks out some very remark- 
able census facts from the summary 
given in Mr. S. S. King’s recent book, 
“Bondholders and Bread winners.“ 

According to a census bulletin issued 
last summer the increase of assessed prop- 
erty during the last decade made the 
total value over 524, 000, 000, 000. The 
orthodox and well-to-do citizens fell to fig- 
uring. They agreed that the actual value 
was two-and-a-half times the assessed 
value. So they made the assessed value 
of our property over $62,000,000,000, and 


dividing it by over 62,000,000 people the - 


result gave each person $1,000. 

Mr. Bellamy remarks that several par- 
ties are suil anxiously awaiting their 
share. He sees no general prosperity in 
the census figures, and says: 

Suppose a hundred families, of four persons 
each, live upon and own a hundred farms, 
and these farms show a gratifying increase in 
value during the past decade, so that each 
family’s possessions should be worth $4,000. 
Here each person would possess an average 
actual wealth of $1,000, and the community 
would be a happy, prosperous and wealthy 
one. 

But suppose that ninety-seven of these 
families are living on mortgaged farms, their 
debts increasing faster than their farm val- 
ues, the community as a whole still showing 
a very gratifying increase in Wealth, but all 
that increase being in the hands of the three 
men who operate the bank, the railroad and 
the factory, could it then be said that the 
community was a happy, prosperous or 
wealth one? Hardly. The three families 
would be prosperous—eminently so—while the 
ninety-seven would be drifting to inevitable 
ruin, notwithstanding the same total wealth 
might exist in the community as in the first 
case. 

As well might the ninety-seven shout over 
the accumulated wealth of the other three— 
their banker, railroader and manufacturer—as 
that ninety-seven hundredths of American citi- 
zens should shout over the increase of wealth 
of the other three hundredths—their bankers, 
railroaders and manufacturers. 

Mr. King’s book divides the country 
into districts, the produce district compos- 
ed of Indiana, IIlionis, Iowa, Nebraska, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia 
and North Carolina, and the wealth dis- 
trict composed of the New England states, 
with New York, New Jersey and Penn- 
sylvania, the section of banking, money- 
lending, manufacturing and railway own- 
ing interests. 

The fact is pointed out that, with nearly 
an equal population and three times the 
territory, the produce district in the de 
cade ending with 1890 has increased its 
wealth only about half a billion dollars, 
while the wealth district has increased its 
share over three billion dollars. 

The produce district gained over 22 per 
cent in population and 20 per cent in 
wealth, making an actual decrease of per 
capita wealth, while the wealth district 
increased 20 per cent in population and 
40 per cent in wealth. Mr. Bellamy says: 

Mr. King next compares the growth in 
wealth of the produce district’ with the 
single state of Massachusetts from 1880-1889. 
The nine states of the produce district’’ have 
fifty-eight times the territory of Massachu- 
setts, and in 1880, had over seven times the 
population of Massachusetts, with an assessed 
valuation one and three-fourths greater. And 
yet this little state with one-fifty-eighth the 
territory, one-seventh the laboring population, 
and scarcely more than one-half the assessed 
wealth, gained between 1880 and 1890 $569,- 
377.824, while the produce district’’. gained 
just $10,000,000 less. 

And Pennsylvania alone beat the pro- 
duce district, with Florida, Kentucky and 
Kansas added. Add to these twelve 
states Tennessee, Virginia and West Vir- 
ginia, and New York alone gained more 
wealth in the past decade than all of 
them. | 

These figures show that wealth is con- 
centrated in the hands of a few in a small 
corner of the republic. They show, too, 
that the government has fostered the 
interests of the banker, the railroad own- 
er and the manufacturer to the neglect 
of the masses. 

What next? Simply this—the wealth dis- 
trict will attempt to dictate the tickets 
and platforms of both the republican and 
democratic parties so that the plutocrats 
can go to sleep over the money question, 
feeling secure that no financial reform 
or relief will be possible during the next 
four years! =e

The Investigating Committee Will Soon 
Meet and Secure Expert Account-

That investigation of the city hall books 
has not begun yet. 

But when the experts complete making 
their figures they will have an all summer 
job of it. 

The resolution providing for the investi- 
gation declares that a special committee, 
the personnel of which the mayor shall name, 
must have the supervision of the work, 
and that that special committee shall desig- 
nate an expert accountant to make the in- 
vestigation. 

Mayor Hemphill has approved the reso- 
lution and has appointed the special commit- 
tee, with Mr. Woodward, the author of the 
resolution, as chairman. Mr. Woodward’s 
colaborers, as the mayor names them are: 
Mr. Boyd, Mr. Northen, Mr. Hill and Mr. 
Meador. The committee has been in ex- 
istence since Thursday last, but so far has 
done nothing. However, a meeting will be 
held either tomorrow or next day, when un 
actual campaign of figuring will be marked 
out and instituted. Before the committee 
there will be a large lot of applications for 
the work. and of course, every applicant 
will claim a superiority over the competi- 
tors. 

“I’m anxious,” said one of the city hall 
officials yesterday “to see the work begun. 
But if it goes on properly many more 
people will be decidedly more anxious to 
see it completed.“ 

“Why so?” 

“Because it will be an all summer job, 
and maybe one that will eat up the fall 
months too. Then the idea that $500 will 
pay for the work contemplated is absurd. 
It won't begin to pay the bill if the work 
is properly carried out. That work will 
come nearer costing $5,000 than $500. See 
if it don’t. 

“Then again,“ said the gentleman, one 
man won't begin to do the work unless he 
is given a lifetime. It will come nearer 
requiring the service of three or four, maybe 
five of the best, finest and most expert ac- 
countants in Atlanta to go over those books 
as the work should be done. And then 
what'll it amount to?“ 

“What? Can you tell?“ 

“Yes J can tell. It’ll amount to nothing, 
except the foolish expenditure of money. 
The books in the city hall are well kept 
and no supervision that could be made wi 
find any discrepancy in them. It is impos- 
sible, by the system of ing now used 
in Atlanta to make an error, and all the 
experts in the country will show that what 
I say is true.”

And Took Money from His Employ- 
ers—A Young Man of Good Reputa- 
tion in Trouble. 


All day yesterday and throughout last 
night a very young man, stylishly dressed 
in the newest pattern of tailor-made clothes, 
a brown derby, a white tie, a puff-bosom 
shirt and a pair of red shoes, sat huddled 
up in one corner of cell No. 1 at the police 
station. 

The smooth, boyish face of the youthful 
prisoner rested upon his hands, and his gaze 
was fixed upon the floor of his cell. The 
noise of the drunken prisoners he seemed not 
to hear. When spoken to he looked up

The young man was Albert Childers, and 
his story was the old, old story that has been 
told so many times before in the misadven- 
tures of many just such young men as Ab 
bert Childers. 

Childers was arrested upon the charge of 
larceny after trust by Chief of Detectives 
Wright and Detectives Dave Looney and Ed 


Childers is eighteen years old and was 
cashier for the Keely Company. The com 
pany discovered a shortage in its accounts 
some time ago, but could not trace it to any 
source, and the case was placed in the hands 
of the detectives. 

The Story of Childers’s Fall. 

Three years ago Albert Childers entered 
the employ of the Keely Company, and since 
that time he has been continually at work 
in the establishment. 

He is an exceptionally bright young man, 
and was liked by his employers. He was 
very popular with his associates and was 
“one of the boys.” 

He attended closely to his duties and no 
fault was ever found with his work. He 
had the profoundest confidence of his em- 
ployers and several months ago he was made 
cashier of the establishment. This is a 
very responsible position, and it is the very 
highest compliment to young Childers that 
he was given a position where all the mon- 
ey would pass through his hands. 

Childers’s father is a very estimable gen- 
tleman and belongs to an excellent family, 
and no shadow of suspicion ever rested on 
the young cashier of the Keely Company. 

About three weeks ago a mysterious short- 
age in accounts was discovered by the Keely 
Company.
